FCC warns alleged major amateur offenders 


New York who are on the Commission’s top ten list of alleged major amateur 

offenders. The FCC’s amateur enforcement point man, Riley Hollingsworth, 
K4ZDH, says the warning letters sent earlier this month are the last step before the 
FCC initiates formal enforcement proceedings. One case primarily involved malicious 
interference on VHF repeaters, while the other two involved interference to an HF net. 
“We have been cutting bait a while, now it’s time for us to fish,” said Hollingsworth, 
the legal advisor for enforcement within the FCC’s Compliance and Information 
Bureau. 
The FCC did not make the names or call signs public, but Hollingsworth said all those 
who received the letters were put on the FCC’s Alert List with FCC field offices. ‘’The 
Alert List is the FCC equivalent of an all-points bulletin,” Hollingsworth explained. 
He said Field Office monitors would be making a special effort to listen for further 
violations by stations on the Alert List. 
Since taking over Amateur Radio enforcement within the CIB last fall, Hollingsworth 
says he’s sent out dozens of warning letters of a much milder nature. ‘"Now, we’re 
distilling that activity to the worst offenders,” he said, adding that similar actions 
were imminent in other major cases.

The following vio- 
lations by Phil-Monters have been noted on 
147.03. 
1. Failing to ID after 10 minutes and at the 
end of a conversation. 
2. Totally unidentified transmissions like 
keying to change the Voice ID to CW. Al- 
though the above, in most cases, are harm- 
less, not IDing is a big thing with the FCC. 
Remember, any time you transmit anything, 
including kerchunking the repeater, you 
must ID that transmitter within 10 minutes 
of a key up. The FCC has stepped up its 
enforcement of the rules and is now atarting 
todo a fine job . Don’t get tagged over some- 
thing as simple as not IDing.

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his is the Shack of N3TAL. It is a beginner’s first attempt. It was done on a 

limited budget with almost all material purchased used. 

e HF rig is a Kenwood TS- 430S with the PS-30 power supply. It runs into an 
Inverted V Trap Dipole at about 50 feet. I use a Dentron Junior Antenna tuner and 
Heathkit Reflected Power Meter. An MFJ Econo Keyer II and a Vibroplex key complete 
the HF package. 

For VHF I have a 25 watt Icom IC-27A Mobile Radio. It goes into a Ringo Ranger at 
35 feet. My TNC is a Kantronics KPC-3 and I use a 386 laptop for packet. I have a 
Kenwood TH-215A Ht that I use in my car. I’m still looking for a 2 meter mobile mount 
for the car. 
As soon as I upgrade from a Tech Plus I will get into SSTV.

FCC Issues 5 MHz Experi- 
mental License to ARRL 


he FCC has issued an Experimen 

tal Radio Service license to the 

ARRL to permit two-way tests in the 
vicinity of 5 MHz, the most likely site of 
the next amateur HF band. The license, 
bearing the call sign WA2XSY, was issued 
January 8. A group of 15 current amateurs 
in various parts of the US and the Carib- 
bean will conduct experimental, two-way 
RTTY and SSB transmissions within the 
band 5.100 to 5.450 MHz. To avoid inter- 
fering with existing services, the partici- 
pants will confine their operations to the 
least-populated 50-kHz segment. 
‘The idea is to show that an amateur allo- 
cation there will improve our emergency 
communication capabilities by filling the 
gap between the 3.5 and 7.0 MHz bands,” 
said ARRL Executive Vice President David 
Sumner, K1ZZ. Sumner pointed out that 
several of the participants are phone net 
members in the Caribbean and Gulf area 
who frequently handle hurricane-related 
traffic and now must alternate between 75 
meters and 40 meters.
